Ben Perley Poere’s Widow to Receive Money 
Bills Introduced and Referred. 


WASHINGTON, December 15.—In the senate, 
after the introduction of several bills, a resoln- 
tion was reported by Mr. Paddock, from. the 
committee on contingent expenses, to pay to 
the widow of the late Ben Perley Poore a sum 
equal to six months’ salary of his position as 
clerk to the senate committee on printing 
($1,100). Adopted.

DETECTED AT LAST. 


A Bookkeeper Who Has Been Stealing From 
a Bank for Twenty Years. 

PurApetryuia, December 15.—Jdsseph 
Knight, bookkeeper of the Manufacturers’ 
National bank, on Third street, above Market, 
was taken before United States Commissioner 
Edwards, at 4 o’clock this evening, charged 
with stealing from the funds of the bank be- 
tween $60,000 and $70,000. Officers of the 
bank discovered Knight's deficiencies several 
weeks ago. They placed the case in the hands 
of the Pinkerton agency, and Knight was 
arrested a few daysago. The matter was Kept 
quiet by the bank until today. It is said that 
Knight has been apprepriating to his own use 
the bank’s money for nearly twenty-five years. 
Knight was bookkeeper of the Manufacturers’ 
bank for thirty-five years, and has always been 
considered a trustworthy man. John W. 
Mofily, president of the bank, said that he first 
discovered that the books were being falsified 
on the 9th of this month ; the balance sheet not 
coming out correct within about $20,000. 
Knight is a large-sized man with almostesnow 
white hair and gray beard. He appears to 
about sixty years of age. ' 

President Mofily said, after. hearing tha‘ 
Knight had for-years been one of the miost 
trusted officers of the bank, althongh he re- 
ceived a salary of but $1,400 per year his wife’s 
relations were known to be wealthy and ao 
suspicion had been aroused at the rather stylish 
manner in which the embezzler lived. Several 
times Knight had been offered promotion, bat 
he had declined to ieave his old position, as he 
said that he was fam‘liar with its duties and 
he did not care to take up others. 
Within two years past .the prisoner had 
been offered the cashicrship of one of the new 
banks, but he had declined the place, although 
the salary was several times greater than that 
which he was receiving. It is now evident 
why these offers had been declined. Had 
Knight left his old positiqn for one month 
tain disclosure and dishonor would. -have..4- 
lowed him. Mr. Mofily thinks that the money 
défendant took from the bank was used in his 
ordinary household expenses and on his fam- 
ily. Knight is a tall, fine-looking man, with 
an aristocratic air and iron-gray. side- 
whiskers. He is about sixty years 
of age. A lon gold heavy 
watchchain was displayed on the ample front 
of his vest and presented a most prosperous 
and genteel appearance. He has a wile and 
several grown children. 

Knight has confessed that he began the de- 
falcation in 1864. Mr. Mofiley explained that 
the money was taken by the prisoner reine | 
from the depositor, When a line was formed, 
there were often a who were pressed for 
time, or who did not want to wait.

CONFESSED HIS GUILT. 


The Exploits of a Gay Young Telegrapher 
in Tennessee. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., December 15,--‘!Spe- 
ciai.J—On the night of November 21 Night 
Telegraph Operator Pearce thysteriously dis- 
appeared from Spring City, Tenn., thirty miles 
north of this city. The following day the 
whole town turned out te hunt for his body, 
foul play having been suspected, He has not 
been heard from since that time until -last 
night, when he arrived at Spring City in the 
custody of the detectives of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Express company. In theabsence of the 
regular express agent, Mills, on the night of 
November 21, Pearce receipted for a $75 money 
package which arriyed by express from Cincin- 
nati, He stole the money and left for parts 
unknown. The detectives traced him to Mer- 
idian, Miss., but there lost the trail. On De- 
cember 5 the express office at Pachuta, Miss., 
was robbed, andthe Baltimore and Ohio detec- 
tives went to that point and found that Pearce’ 
had only betn employed in that office three 
days until he robbed it. He again fied and 
could not be found. 

On the night of December *th, 2 package. of 
medicine arrived from Cincinnati, at Pachuta, 
for Peace and detectives immediately left for 
Cincinnati. On Tuesday he had secured em- 

joyment as night operator at Georgetown, 
cs. and left Cincinnati for Georgetown on 
Tuesday night. On his arrival at the latter 
place yesterday morning, he was arrested by 
the detectives, who had been posted by Super- 
intendent Wells, of the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad, and were waiting for him. He was 
confronted with positive evidence of his guilt 
and immediately confessed that he had stolen 
the money pevnage at Spring City, and had 
committed a much greater crime by robbing 
the express oflice at Pachuta, Miss. He tele- 
graphed his brother at Parkersburg, W. V., for 
help, but up to tonight he had not responded 
to his appeal for aid. Pearce is now in the 
custody ef detectives at Spring City. Superin- 
tendent Walker, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
express company, is in this city, and says 
Pearce will be prosecuted to the fullest extent 
of the law. The extent of his rascality at 


Pachuta has not yet been ascertained.

Within a century, impris- 
onment for debt has been abolished in both 
Great Britain and America, and in this legis- 
lation America has led the way. By way oj 
contrast, he alluded to the modern liberal ex- 
®mption and homestead laws of several states 
and of the national government. Under the 
beneficent operation of the latter act, more 
than 100,000,000 acres of land had been enter- 
éd by 820,000 heads of families. He next ad- 
verted to the great aud beneficial changes 
made within the last fifty years in respect- of 
therights of married women. The principle 
of the American married women’s protective 
acts, was in 1870 and in 1882, adopted 
by the English parliament. Referring to 
the criminal laws of England 100 years azo, 
he showed that at that time near two hundred 
offenses were capital felonies and that the laws 
were otherwise oppressive and severe. They 
have been gradually ameliorated, so that at 
this time only four offenses are capitally pun- 
ishable in England and only two in this coun- 
try. He noticed the abolition of common law 
forms of action and pleading and changes made 
by the codes of procedure in this country and 
by the British judiciature act of 1873 (adopting 
the principle of American codes) as among the 
most salutary reforms inlaw. Emendationsin 
the law of evidence, by which all persons, in- 
cluding the parties to the suit, have been made 
couipetent witnesses, were regarded as a 
great improvement i: legal administra- 
tion, in which England has led the 
way and we had followed. The growth of 
corporations, and of corporate litigation, was 
dweit upon at length, and statistics given 
showing that nearly half of the modern report- 
ed cases involve corporation law. He next 
traced the growth of legal literature in this 
country. A century ago we had no American 
books. In 1886 we had published 3,793 vol- 
umes of reports, against 3,500 in England. 
Turning to the century to come, he predicted 
various changes in international and munici- 
pal law, among which would be the abolition 
of literary piracy, and a systematic restate- 
_ ment of the body of our laws. He appealed 
to the young men to take up this great work, 
aud concluded by saying: 

“Mayhap some young man hears mie today, gifted 
beyond the common lot, with an eye couched to 
that wider and higher sweep that will take in all 
constructive possibilities of the rich and scattered 
materials of our laws, and be so fortunate as to 
leave upon massive, imparting, ever advancing, but 
imperishable structure of our jurisprudence some 
visible imprint, some embodied memorial of his 
genius, as well as of his labors. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR, 


A Resolution to Boycott Douglass’s Shoes— 
The Printers’ Delegute.

Oyster was, on Tuesday, refused admission as 
a ya, Seren aged of the federation of trades of 
the District of Columbia, and a long diseus- 
sion arose as to the propriety of admitting him 
today, even asa parte eh of the typo- 
graphical union. Mr. Oyster had some friends 
on the floor, but his hopes were again crushed, 
as his appointment was hgld over until he 
could secure credentials bearing the seal of the 
international union with the signature of the 
president and secretary, which could not be 
obtained this week. 

The afternoon session was consumed by tLe 
consideration of the roport of the committee 
on the constitution. An effort to draw between 
the skilled and unskilled labor was stigmatized 
as the cause of the disintegration of the 
Knights of Labor and a motion to strike out 
the words “‘labor organizations’ where it oc- 
curs in the constitution and use the term 
‘Trades Unions,’’ exclusively, was voted 
down. A motion to compel all organizations 
to obtain charters from the federation one 
month before the meeting ofthe convention, 
occasioned considerable debate and warm op- 
position from representatives of the Interna- 
tional Typographical union, who declared that 
their old and influential organization would, 
under no circumstances, come to the federa- 
tion for a charter, and it was amended to read 
“certificate of membership,’’ instead of ‘‘char- 
ter,”’ and passad. 

The question of equitable representation was 
the cause of a long discussion.. Some delegates 
held that national and international bodies 
only were entitled to a voice in the affairs of 
the federation, while others were of opinion 
that central Jabor unions and local trades as- 
semblies were the mainstay of the labor reform 
movement and it was voted that such organi- 
zations be allowed representation according to 
their numerical strength, even though the 
same trades may be indirectly represented by 
delegates from their national body.

A Terrible Story of Destitution 
From China. 


OVERFLOW OF THE YELLOW RIVER 
Seven Thousand Square Miles ef Territory 
Ten Feet Under Water— The Loss 
of Life is Appalling. 


San Francisco, Cal., December 15.—The 
steamship City of Sydney arrived this -after- 
noon from Hong Kong and Yokohama. Chi- 
nese papers give the details of a disaster occa- 
sioned by Yellow river overflowing its banks 
in the province of Honan, and described it 
ag one of the most appalling occurrences in loss 
of life and property in recent times. The river 
broke its banks on the evening of September 
28th, southwest of the city of Chingicow, and 
completely inundated that city and ten other 
populous cities. The whole are now a raging 
sea ten to thirty feet deep where it was once a 
densely populated and rich plain. The former 
bed of the Yellow river is now dry, and the 
present lake was the bed of the river centuries 
ago. 

The loss of life isincalculable. A statement 
is made by a missionary that millions of 
Chinese are homeless and starving. Thomas 
Pattors, one of the American missionariers, 
writing from the Horan province, under date 
of October 28th, says: 

Newly gathered crops, houses and trees are all 
swept awuy, involving a fearful loss of life. Bread, 
bread, is the cry of thousands, who are on the river 
bank. Beneyolent people go in boats and throw 
bread among the masses here and there, but this is 
nothing compared with the requirements, The 
niass of pecpte is still being increased by continual 
arrivals, even more hungry than the last. There 
they sit, silent, hungry and _ dejected, 
without a rag to wear or a morsel of food. Mat huts 
are being erected torthem. Whatif will be in two 
months I cannot conceive. The misery is increased 
owing to bitter cold weather. 

Yellow river has long been known as 
“China’s Sorrow,” and the present disaster 
has served to reassert its right to the terrible 
title. As yet details of the disaster are 
very meager, It has occurred in a district 
where the best foreigners are, and reports 
furnished by officials and published in the 
Pekin Gazette, convey a very inadequate ac- 
count of the extent of the loss 
of life and _ propert and _ suffer- 
ings of the survivors. The governor in 
Honan reports to the throne that nearly all 
the people have been drowned in the district 
reached by the waters, the survivors being 
those who escaped to high ground or took 
refuge in trees, where they remained till they 
were rescued. The extent of the ground 
swept over by the overwhelming flood, given 
in figures, is over 7,000 square miles, and the 
land thus submerged formed a part of one of 
the richest and most densely populated plains 
of northern China. 


THEIR MILITARY POSITION. 


Strength of the Russian and Austrian 
Armies. 


St. PeterspurG, December 15.—The offi- 
cia} military gazette says that owing to the 
alarm raised by the Austrian press, in conse- 
quence of the transfer of some Russian caval- 
ry to the Warsaw district, it is advisable to 
consider the military position of Russia and 
her western frontier neighbors in order to 
throw light upon the question of whois really 

reparing to attack, and who for defense. 

uring the past five years the peace effective 
of the German army has been increased sixty- 
five battalions and 364 guns. German troops 
on the Russian frontier have been 
twenty-one battalions of infantry, twenty- 
seven batteries of artillery and fifteen squad- 
rons of cavalry. Since 1878, Germany has 
built in the eastern provinces, 4,850 kilometres 
of railroads. There are eleven German rail- 
roads by means of which troops can be feor- 
warded to the Russian frontier and ten junc- 
tion stations where they can be rapidly thrown 
out of trains and concentrated. 

Germany has formed first-class fortresses at 
Thorn, Posen, Dantzic and Koenigsburg, and 
is building a similar fortress at Grandenz. 
Austria has added nine to twenty-three in- 
fantry divisions which formerly constituted 
her effective, and would add, in the event of 
mobilization of the army, fourteen landwehr 
or honved divisions. The Galician garrisons 
have been reinforced during I887 by eighteen 
squadons of cavalry and thirteen batteries of 
artillery, all provided with a full complement 
of horses. In the Austrian districts, which 
might become the theater of war with Russia, 
4,500 kilometers of railroads, with four 
branches, have been constructed since 1878. 
Six Austrian railways are available for throw- 
ing into Galicia large bodies of troops, who, by 
means of a new junction station, can be placed 
in position on the Russian frontier. Military 
huts, depots and stores are being coHected at 
Lembtrg, Przemysl, Jarostaw, Dembitza, 
Rinscheff and other points. Fortresses at 
Przemysl and Cracow have been converted 
into camp fortresses. Russian territory can be 
bombarded from Cracow forts. A large quan- 
tity of rolling stock has been accumulated at 
Cracow, adapted for use on the Prussian rail- 
ways. 

All these preparations are meaningless ex- 
cept in view of offensive tactics and show that 
Austria, under the semblance of defense, is, at 
the same time, preparing to invade Russia 
simultaneously with her ally. But, what is 
Russia doing in view of her neighbor’s threat- 
ening preparations? Notwithstanding the 
manifest danger, Russia considers that an Eu- 
ropean war would be a terrible misfortune to 
all mankind. She was first, who, amid her 
neighbor’s feverish armaments, did not in- 
crease, but decreased her defensive forces. 
In 1881 and ’82 Russia reduced her -peace ef- 
fective nearly 100,000. True, she raised it 
again in consequence of the Affghan affair and 
the necessity of improving her readiness to 
mobilize, when her neighbors in the same 
period have raised their peace effective 75,000. 

The paper adds: 

Doubtless Russia in the event of war will assem- 
ble a mighty army, the concentration of which on 
the frontier willbe incomparably more difficult tor 
her than will be the concentration by her neighbors 
oftheir forces atthe same place. During the last 
ten years 2,828 kilometers of railway haye been 
constructedin the western provinces of Russia. 

In German and Austrian eastern prorinces during 
the same period 9,500 kilometers have beer built. 
Moreover the area in.which Russia has coustructed 
rafiways is twice as large as that in which her 
neighbors have built such lines. Kussian railways 
nowhere pass outside the jdefense lines of a tri- 
angle, formed by §&t. Petersburg, Warsaw and 
Odessa, 

Our neighbor's lines, however, run straigl.t out to 
the Russian frontier. Itis easy to understand that 
they are not constructed for advanced posts, but for 
the concentrafion of troops. A glance at the map 
will suffice to show that a close net work of railways 
“covers the district along the Russian frontier com- 

d with the insignificant number of railways 
hat Russia can rely upon. Not only from Germany 
but from the Austrian frontier, the Russian frontier 
is embraced with rayid invasion. The most effect- 
ive measures — this danger would be to ex- 
tend Russian ways untilthey attain the 
tions of those of our neighbors. But for this enor- 
mous ¢x pense, time is required and, therefore, there 
is only one course—te impreye our defenses and 
fortresses and increase the number of Boops on the 
frontier, and thereby guard nst surprise.

~WOOLFOLK GUILTY. 


Pronounced So by a Jury of His 
Peers. 


JURY OUT ONLY TWENTY MINUTES 


The Prisoner Sentenced to Be Hanged on 
February 10—He Asserts His Inno- 
cence of the Crime. 


Maconx, Ga,, December 15,—{Special.]—At 
9a. m. today Tom Woolfolk was brought to 
the courthouse by the sheriff and his deputies. 
He was clean shaven and showed no symptons 
of being at all rattled. He sat and gazed out 
of the window toward the distant hills, be- 
yond the river, where the home of his ancos- 
tors was buiit in the longago. The pictare 
on which his weary eyes rested was cheerless 
and uninviting. It was a scene of wintry des- 
elation, and there was not a single sunbeam to 
lighten the prospect. The leaden sky was 
@raped in a pall of cloud, and the eye of heaven 
seemed full to overfiowing with unshed tears. 

At 9:10 Judge Gustin took his seat, and the 
elventh day of this memorable trial began. Mr. 
Walker had entered and was4ust seated injhis 
msual position. Captain Ilardeman looked 
like a man fully pramenes for the task before 
him as he arose and began the continuance of 

THAT FEARFUL ARRAIGNMENT. 

He spoke in a calm, deliberate and determ- 
ined manner. He took up the question of the 
bloody clothing and reviewed the testimony 
fullv. He recalled the fact that W oolfolk had 
gent for water, and that the ey eg in- 
sisted that the water be brought him in a cup, 
gnd not in the dipper at the wash-stand. The 


speaker then recounted all the damning evi- 


dence that has been brought out during the 
trial by the prosecution. At 9:30 the prisoner 
interrupted his prosecutor on some little point 
ofthe case. The interruption was short, and 
the arguinent was soon resumed, 

Every seat in both the gallery and anuditor- 
jum was occupied, and a great many persons 
stood up in the aisles. There was probably a 
hundred ladies intermingled with the specta- 
tors. en 
Judge Gustin gave a short recess at 9:55, 
and during the time Solicitor Hardeman con- 
sulted the stenographic notes in regard to the 
statement of the prisoner. When the speaker 
resumed he stil] contended, most emphatically, 
that Tom Woolfolk did use the expression as 
bad just been read from the paper, that 

“THE BLOOD WAS FLYING 
everywhere,’ when the priscner got the fatal 
geveck in his ear. Woolfolk claimed that he 
did not use the language, and that it was a 
mistake. Solicitor Hardeman stated in thrill- 
ing language, that it was a fatal mistake on 
the part of the prisoner to use such language. 
The speaker quoted most beautifully: 

“The shadows are many, 
The sunlight is one, 

But in tracing the shadows 
We find out the san.” 

In speaking of the little old wool hat, the 
speaker showed that if it had have been Silas 

‘oolfolk who wore that hat and committed 
that murder the little negro boy would never 
have been allowed to have worn that hat for 
several months and then come stalking into 
court with it. The speakersaid: ‘“‘The hat 
fitted the negroand the negro fitted the hat.” 

Those three sad-faced ladies who have stood 
by the prisoner through all these dark hours of 
his dire extremity, entered the room and took 
their seats. Theirs has been a sorrowful task, 
and most nobly have they performed it. 

On several cecasions short discussions oc- 
curred between the opposing counsel, and from 
time totimethe stenographer was appealed 
to for contirmation. 

In his powerful address the speaker hurled 
fact after fact in the face of the defendant. In 
speaking of the blood in the well, he rehearsed 
the bloody details of the Sepoy rebellion, wiere 
a number of women jumped into a wellon the 
public square of Cawnpore, and afier Havelock

THE VERY STONES

The jury sat patient while the eloquent 
speaker continued his greatargument.

His honor seemed determined 
to put down anything like disorder among the 
audience. Yesterday’s excitement had not 
been forgotten by either the court or those 
present, and it could easily be seen that but a 
very small spark would have inflamed the 
minds of the great crowd that filled the Bibb 
county courthouse as it had never been filled 
before. At 11 o’clock the speaker closed with 
one of the finest perorations ever delivered. 
He spoke, altogether, only three and a half 
hours, but his effort was most masterly. As 
he concluded the court gave a recess of one

A. G. Haygood. 

The secretary read his report reviewing the 
work of the missions in the conference during 
the year. Four of them, Grace church, 
Atlanta being one, have become 
self-sustaining this year. Othershave shown 
marked progress. Some are in a territory 
where the logs a to roll, and they will 
continue as missions for many years. There are 
in all twenty-three missions. The money be- 
ing spent on church schools, like the young L. 
G. Harris institute, is wisely given, and will 
pay largely in the development of that county. 

Ve must enlarge in our home and foreign mis- 
sions. They do not conflict. A live church 
must have greater and still greater ends in 
view all the time. 

Mr. J. 5. Stewart, the old and faithful treas- 
urer of the board of missions, presented an 
encouraging report. The total received for 
foreign misions this year is $15,600; for the 
self-denial fund for helping to pay the mission- 
ary debt, $1,041.40; for conference missions is 
$6,600; by the Woman's Missionary society, 
$5,202.25. So that all told conference has 
raised for missions $29,013.65. Only two 
districts paid their assessments in full.” The 
North Atianta overpaid on both. The South 
Atlanta overpaid on the conference missions, 
but lacked $54.50 on foreign, which Presiding

Dr. Young J. Allen said: I would like to 
have followed the line of sentiment as sprung 
by Dr. Haygood, but 1 must speak of the facts 
of mission work in China and Japan. Japan 
is throwing off her old Chinese civilization 
and putting on western customs. She is adopt- 
ing our clothing, food, manners and even the 
English language. What bears on Japan 
refers to China, only she is behind the 
former, Western notions are there by 
arbitrary treaties aslords. Two clauses are 
the keys to the situation. A Christian nation 
will not be put onalevel with heathen, but 
they must lift them up to a Christian stand- 
point. No foreign nation would allowa Jap 
or Chinaman to try one of their subjects. In 
China there are thus seventeen different 
powers holding control over their own subjects. 

Treaty ports mean the limits beyond which 
foreignerscannot go. This means that China 
has no control over foreigners, and as consuls 
cannot be everywhere, so foreigners are limited 
to the ports. But missionaries can go eve 
where in China under Chinese protection. i 
Japan foreigners are welcomed because they 
<a to adopt 4 constitational government 
an parliament in 1890, and they 
will adopt the English language. They 
have the finest school system in 
the world. Only two classes by law can enter 
the interior of the country. Those who go for 
scientific discoveries and work and those resi- 
dents in the ports who need to go to the moun- 
tains for health. Those who go otherwise 
use a subterfttge. The law is an obsolete one. 
Foreigners are welcomed, as they wish to be 
like them. It is a garden nation ; ail is beauti- 
ful and fairy-like. They are sweet-tempered, 
but lack stability and backbone. I fear that

Their 
plans caused me to arrange for the Anglo Chi- 
nese college. These are the fruits of Chris- 
tianity, and they are the evidences of Chris- 
tianity to them above all-books. 

When they see us chain the lightuing, con- 
trol the steam, and yse these, they say that 
this is greater than their gods. Ifthese things 
are true, then our beliefs are wrong and 
the Christian religion must betrue. Thus 
we walk through their superstitions and show 
the divinity of our faith, ‘‘By their fruits ye 
shall know them,”’ is the power of God.

Gay B. Hollingswort the name of 
the unfortunate officer. He was from Denver, 
and isa brother to Deputy Sheriff Hollings- 
worth, who was in command of the sheriff's 
posse at the time. The posse had been in pur- 
suit of the desperado for several days, 
in faet, ever since Vorce shot Dep- 
, uty Sheriff Cantley, last Thursday. Dep- 
uty Hollingsworth was shot on Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. The posse had chased 
Vorce seyen niles across a level prairie, and 
he had finally taken refuge at the ‘L. H. C. 
ranch, where he had formerly worked as a 
cowboy. Deputy Sheriff Hollingsworth was 
in hot pursuit, and as Yorce jumped off his 
| horse Hollingsworth shot at him and killed his 
horse. The desperado then took refuge in one 
of the many dugouts on the ranch and showed 
fght. When Officer Hollingsworth approached 
with his rifle in hand, Vorce was the first to 
fire, but he missed his mark. Hollingsworth 
then returned the fire, and Vorce, who was 
standing in the doorway of the dugout, fell on 
the inside, apparently wounded. Three other 
men were in the dugout atthe time. One is 
reported to be a horse-thief and the two others 
cowboy friends of the hunted man. 

Open hostilities then ceased forover two 
hours. Meanwhile the others of the posse 
had come up and preparations for a siege were 
commenced. Finally Gay B. Hollingsworth 
| volunteered to goout and make a reconnoiter 
of the field, and was told to be careful and to 
keep out of the rangeof bullets from the dug- 
out. Ile was about 350 yards in the rear of the 
dug-out, when two shots were fired, and the 
bold reconnoiterer fell. One shot only was 
heard by the posse, but it was afterwards 
found that two bullets had enteréd Hollings- 
worth’s body, thereby showing that two men 
in the dugout had fired simultaneously. 
Hollingsworth’s body lay where it 
fell until nearly sundown, the posse 
being kept away.from it through fear of alse 
being shot down. Finally the ranchwomen 
volunteered to go for the body. They drove 
up ina wagon, and placing the body in it 
brought it back to the ranch house. The 
sheriff's posse was not a large one, and the 
cowboys at the ranch would not assist them. 
The posse kept up a fire on the dugout at 
night, and it was returned at intervals by the 
besieged party. Toward morning one of the 
cow boys with Vorce attempted to escape across 
the country, but he was captured and brought 
back, He reported that Vorce’s hip had been 
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broken by Deputy Sheriff Hollingsworth’s 
shot, but that he was.doing most of the shoot- 
ing through a crack in the wall. 

The cowboy was put under arrest. Shortly 
after daybreak this morning another posse of 
officers from the county seat arrived on the 
scene and relieved Hollingsworth’s party, who 
left with the dead body of young Hollingsworth 
and brought it to Denver, arriving this event 
ing. The L. H. C. ranch is twenty-five miles 
from Coronadg, the nearest telegraph station, 
and nothing has been heard from the dugout 
since Hollingsworth left. Hollingsworth says 
that the desperado has many friends and sym- 
pathizers in the country, and he is fearful that 
they may come to Vorce’s rescue. Large re- 
wards have been offered for Vorcee’s body, dead 
or alive. A half-dozen deputy -sheriffs left 
Denver this evening for the scene.

An Enthusiastic Meeting Held 
Yesterday. 


SPEECHES BY PROMINENT CITIZENS. 


Mr. Graham, of Selma, Tells of His City’s 
Advantages, and Colonels Adair 
and Hulbert Give Figures. 


The Atlanta and Selma project booms. 

In response to the call of Mayor Cooper, a 
mber of the citizens of Atlanta as- 
sembied in the basement of the courthouse 
Jast night. Among the prominent citizens out 
were Colonel G. W. Adair, Mr. A. D, Adair, 
Major Sidney Root, Dr. B. M. Woolley, Dr. 
G. G. Roy, member council; Hon. R. J. 
Lowry, president Atlanta chamber of com- 
snerce ; rev. I. T. Tichenor, Hon. J. Norcross, 
Colonel E. Hulbert and many others. 

On motion of Mr. A. D. Adair Hon. R. J. 
(Lowry was elected chairman and Mr. W. G. 
W hidby secretary. 

Mr. J. Norcross introduced to the meeting 
Colonel) H. C. Graham, editor of the Selma, 
Ala., Times. 

HOW SELMA FEELS. 

Mr. Graham said that the people of. Selma 
were taking a deep interest in the Atlantaand 
Selma railroad, and were exceedingly anxious 
to see the connection made with Atlanta. 
“Manv of you may have no idea what sort of a 
cits Selma is,’ he said. ‘Selma, beyond all 
shadow of question, is destined to become one 
of the greatest cities in Alabama, and, by force 
of situation, in the south, She is so situated 
that she is compelled to take the lead. Selma 
is at the head of deep water navigation. She 
is the only city where steamboats can run from 
the gulf the entire year. Selma now has seven 
railroads and will soon have the eighth. She 
is supplied by 100 artesian wells, and is unsur- 
passed for manufacturing purposes. | Thirty 
miles distant, in the Cahaba valley. lie inex- 
haustible quantities of coal, iron and marble, 
tapped by the Cahaba Valley railroad, now in 
process of construction from Selma to Besse- 
mer. Selma has 16,000 inhabitants, 1,200 spin- 
dies in her cotton mills and a large number of 
manufacturing enterprises. The advantages 
to Atlanta by the completion of this road are: 
Opening up to her a new market for her man- 
wiactured goods; opening up to her a fine agri- 
cultural region, increasing her cotton receipts ; 
opening upto her a deep water connection ; 
shortening ghe route between New Orleans 
and New York. 

The importance of water transportation can- 
not be over-estimated. Selma has six large 
steamers plying between that city and the 
gulf. Gore 

Selma is encouraged because Atlanta is in- 
terested in the line. If any city in the south 
is entitled to the distinction of being termed 
the mode! city of the south and of America 
that city is Atlanta. (Applause. ] Without 
the advantages of other cities she has taken 
the froui rank by her own energy and enter- 

rise. With the completion of the Cahaba 
Vall y railroad Selma iscompelled to be an 
jron manufacturing city. She has all the ad- 
vantages of Birmingham and a great many 
more. The people of Selma and along the 
line are alive cn the subject. 

Some one said that ‘Atlanta is not dead, 
but only sleening.”” Well, if Atlanta is sleep- 
ing she is pretty lively. THE CONSTITUTION 
had 14,000 subscribers in Alabama, and if this 
road is completed we will make it 25,000. We 
are greatly encouraged by the strong support 
riven tothe movement by THE CONSTITUTION.

5. It will give to our large retail houses, whose 
reputaticn for the extent and variety of their stocks 
and their low prices is well and favorably known, a 
large, new constituency, and largely increase their 
present trade. ‘ 

6. The question is not what Atlanta can afford to 
subseribe to the road to secure all these advantages, 
but what will it cost her to be without it. 

It is a grave question and should be carefully con- 
sdered. Do not let us repeat our error of the Geor- 
gia Midland. 

Our territory is being rapidly circumscribed. This 
means commercial death, and that, too, in the near 
future. 

Our territory must be enlarged and our trade inp 
creased. 

Our merchants and manufacturers must have a 
wider field of operations, one suited to their ambi- 
tion and At!anta’s credit. 

We must turn over a new leaf in Atlanta’s history 
—or rather we must turn over a leaf in her former 
history—wlea we were united as one man, 

MAJOR E. 8S. STARR’S TALK. : 

Major E. S. Starr, of Selma, is a star 
speaker. He thanked the people of Atlanta 
for the cordial reception given the representa- 
tives of Selma, the courtesy extended them 
and the interest manifested. He assisted in 
1864 in the defense of Atlanta, and was 
wounded. His brother fell at the same time. 
He reviewed in an eloquent strain the ad- 
vantages of Selma and the section traversed by 
the proposed line. Selma offers terminal facili- 
ties worth $50,000, 

‘We hope to make Selma the Atlanta of 


Alabama. If the United States ever offers a 
feast Atlanta will occuppy. the head

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Four Prisoners Set the County 
Jail on Fire to Escape. 


BURNING THROUGH ° THE CEILING 


How It Was Done—The Jailers Discover 
the Fire—The Building Saved and 
-the Prisoners Caught. 


‘A DESPERA 


Last night between half-past 11 and 12 
o'clock, five prisoners in the county jail 
made a desperate attempt to escape by set- 
ting fire to the building. This is the second 
time withn the past two weeks that‘an ef- 
fort has been made to burn down the jail. 

This last attempt, however, was much bold- 
erand more cunning than any ever before 
made, and it would have succeeded, doubtless, 
but for the prompt action of Assistant Jailers 
Osborn and Kimberry, and the ready and 
faithful assistance of several of the em- 
ployes about the place. 

One night, about a week ago. several né- 
groes in one of the upper cells tried to make 
their escape by pulling away the piaster in the 
ceiling, and then burningahole. The laths 
were burned, and an aperture made large 
enough for a man to squeeze his body through. 
Fortunately the prisoners were discovered be- 
fore they had escaped. They were removed 
to another part of the jail. 

Jailer Poole had workmen to repair the hole 
in the wall. They put in new laths and pay 
tered itover. The work was only completed 
yesterday afternoon and the plastering is still 
wet. This was in cell No. 17. 

In cell No. 5, immediately below No. 17, five 
negroes were confined. Alex Johnson, charged 
with burglary; Henry Holmes, charged with 
larceny; Henry Wilson, charged with arson; 
Jim Smith, charged with burglary, and John 
Taliaferro, charged with stealing a ride ona 
railway train. These were awaiting their trial, 
true bills having been found against them by 
the grand jury within the past two weeks. 
They are as bad a looking set of malefactors as 
tenant any prison, and they are unquestion- 
ably desperate, or they would not have at- 
tempted so bold an enterprise as trying to burn 
their way out of the jail. 
=Their plot was cunningly arrange] and 
adroitly executed. It is not their fault that it 
proved a failure. They planned their escape 
some days ago and discussed among them- 
selves allthe details. John Talliaferro and 
Henry Wilson were the first ones whothought 
of the torch as a means of escape. They com- 
municated their ideas to their comrades who 
immediately acquiesced in the plot. It was 
agreed that a quantity of kerosene oil should 
be concealed, and alsoa few quarts of water 
kept in readiness. Some matches were pro- 
cured anda few pieces of cloth, which were 
soaked in the kerosene so as to be ready for 
use. These inflammable articles were hidden. 
About half past 11 o’clock last night the culprits 
began |the execution of their desperate plot. 
One man held another on his shoulders while 
the lighted cloth was applied to the laths, the 
plaster having been previously removed. The 


ieces of oiled cloth were ‘jammed 
into the interstices and the dry laths 
ignited readily and burned rapidly. In 


a very few minutes pieces of charred wood fell 


below and the men felt that a partof their 
scheme was already accomplished. One of the 
men, perched on the shoulders of two of his 
fellows, brushed away the burned laths and 
dashed water with his hands upon the fire. It 
sizzed and smoked for @ moment and then 
went out. Pieces of wood were broken off 
and one of the firemen essayed to crawl 
through the opening. His task was not easy 
and the jutting pieces of laths, still hot, scrap- 
ed and burned his face, neck and hands. Fin- 
ally he was through. Then he called to his 
companions and they followed his example. 
Four of them succeeded in reaching the upper 
cell. One of the prisoners was 
left below. He was a boy, not more 
than nine years old,;named Henry Holmes, 
He refused ta attempt toescape. When Smith. 
Talliaferro, Johnson and Wilson 

upper story, they addressed themselves fo the 
task ot making a hole through the upper ceil- 
ing, hoping by that means to reach the roof. 
Theyiwere getting along.rapidly, when one of the 
prisoners in an adjoining cell smelt the smoke 
and began making a noise. The fire was burn- 
ing vigorously when the officers below detect- 
edit. The smell had penetrated the lower 
floor and reached the nostrils of Jailers Kim. 
berly and Osborn, who _ lost no time in begin- 
ning to investigate it. They hastened to cell 
No. 5, and there saw the whole thing. Hur- 
rying up the stairs, Mr. Kimberly unlocked 
the cell door, and the prisoners were trying to 
crawl through the hole. He drew his revolver, 
and the men changed their tactics and made 
for the lowercell. ‘They dropped through one 
after another. 

About this time somebody gave the alarm in 
the street and the bell called out the depart- 
ment. Inan incredibly short time Captain 
Joyner, with his chemical apparatus, was at 
the jail. There was considerable smoke and 
the laths were burning and the rafters had 
caught. In precisely two minutes the fire was 
satonetiied. At this juncture two reporters 
of Tue ConstItTuTION arrived. The ante-room 
of the jail was crowded with people and the 
excitement was great. It was found that very 
few of the inmates had been aroused. Some 
of the prisoners only a gfew cells off did not 
know anything about the fire,sothere was 
nothing like a panic. The affair was well 
managed by the officers. A reporter wentinto 
the cell where the five negroes were huddled 
together. 

fe asked them what was their intention 
and they answered: ‘‘We wanted to escape 
and was going to burn out.” 

“Who was the one that set it on fire?’’ 
asked, but no answer was made. 

Then the boy Henry Holmes spoke up and 
said he would tell all about it. 

“Shut your mouth, you little devil!” ex- 
claimed Jolin Tailiaferro, who seemed to be 
one of the most hardened criminals of the 
lot. 

“Speak out and tell us all about it,’’ com- 
manded Jailer Kimberly. 

The boy then told how the negroes had etd 
ted, and how they had set fire to the ceiling. 
He said that Talliaferro and Wilson were the 
ringleaders, and had done all the work. 

“T don’t care a d—n who knows it. I tried 
to get outof this d—n place. I am good for the 
rock pile anyhow, and maybe I’ll go to the 
coal mines, bat I don’t give a d—n.”’ 

Wilson, who is in for arson, said: ‘‘Boss, 
you musn’t think I sot fire to this building be- 
cause I’m here for burning my house. I didn’t 
do it, but I tried to eseape when the others got 
out.”’ 

The others admitted that they had entered 
into the plot to escape, and that all had 
helped. 

he boy was taken out and the others were 
put in chains and placed in another cell. 

The damage done is comparatively light. 


A Card From Two Policemen. 


The publications in reference to Ed Brewer 
have done him a great injustice, and we write this 
to show th: true facts.

The case of Marcellus E. Thornton against 
John L. Conley has occupied the superior court 
just one week, and the jury returned a verdict 
yesterday afternoon for plaintiff for $5,714.62. 
This suit involved the title tothe property of 
the Post-Appeal, formerly published in At- 
lanta by Colonel Thornton, and this‘is the 
third virdict that has been rendered for the 
plaintiff. The first verdict was rendered Jan- 
uary 4, 1854, for 31,000, and was set aside on 
plaintiff's motion as too small, the defendant 
consenting to the new trial. Thesecond ver- 
dict was rendered January 21, 1886,and was 
for $7,092, and was set aside for error in court’s 
charge to the jury, to the effect that payment 
in part due debt did not constitute valuable 
consideration. 

The last verdict for $5,714.62 is a somewhat 
better one for plaintiff than the second one for 
£7,082, when it is remembered that since that 
trial a press valued at $3,500 was sold from 
defendant under mortgage, which had been 
given upon it by Colonel Thornton. This has 
been one of the hardest fought cases that has 
ever passed through an Atlanta court, At the 
first trial Colonel Thornton was represented by 
Colonel Reuben Arnold and Mr. Joe Smith; 
the defendant by Colonel Westmoreland an 
Mr. Manning. At the second trial the same 
counsel appeared, except Mr. Frank Arnold was 
employed to assist Colonel Thornton. Atthe 
third and last trial, Colonel Thornton was 
represented by his same lawyes, but the de- 
fendant Conly reinforced his team by the ad- 
dition of Captain John T. Glenn and Mr. J. 
B. Goodwin. 

Colonel Thornton is unmeasured in his 
praise of his lawyers, and says the manner in 
which Mr. Frank Arnold examined the wit- 
nesses and presented the points of law could 
not be excelled and Colonel Reuben Arnold’s 
concluding argument was, simply matchless. 
It is understood the defendant will move for a 
new trial. 

The case of Smith & Dallas vs. Mace was 
tried and the jury was instructed to bring in 
a sealed verdict this morning, should a verdict 
be agreed upon. 

Two LUNATICS WERE TRIED in the ordinary’s 
court yesterday morning. One was a white 
boy, fourteen years old, named Walter 8S. Hud- 
son, and the other was a colored boy, several 
years older, named John Worthy. The former 
lost his reason because of sickness and he was 
regarded as dangerous. The latter’s lunacy is 
of a strange type. He has a mania for fire and 
tries to burn everything he sees.
